Coast panel orders pane| powerless to press subpoena

Over the strong objections of 
residents of the exclusive Padaro 
Ln. area west of Carpintería, the 
South Central Coastal Commission 
Thursday voted 9 1 to have a public 
five-foot pedestrian and bike way 
beach access easem ent offered in 
dedication to the county. 
The easement, if accepted by the 
county, 
would 
provide 
a 
strip 
through 
private 
property 
from 
Padaro Ln. to the beach areas in a 
sector where the public finds beach 
access highly difficult in a 4 V2 mile 
stretch 
from Carpintería Beach 
P ark 
to 
Lookout 
P a rk 
in 
Summerland 
Landowner Carl D 
Johnson of 
Venice, a landscape architect, was 
granted a commission perm it to 
split a 3*/4 acre property off Padaro 
Ln into four parcels, but with the 
condition that the public easem ent 
be offered to the county. 
It was the first such public beach 
access 
easem ent 
voted 
by 
the 
commission in the South Coast area 
and m et with objections not only 
from residents of the 
mile-long 
Padaro Ln. area, but also from 
Johnson, 
his 
attorney, 
Stanley 
Abbott, and Mrs. Lois Sidenberg, of 
Carpintería Valley Assn. 
Support for the easem ent came 
from the Sierra Club, Coast Watch 
and the staff of the commission. 


Opponents argued that such an 
easem ent would bring an influx of 
people 
who would 
invade their 
privacy, litter the area, and cause 
serious parking problems on the 
narrow, 30-foot wide Padaro Ln., 
described as a “ rural road that 
cannot be widened.” 


Beach access advocates told the 
commission 
that 
Proposition 
20 
setting up the coastal commissions 


called for the planning of public 
beach accesses wherever this could 
be done, as most beach access areas 
were already sealed and in private 
hands. 
The county will have 25 years to 
make up its mind whether it wants 
to accept the dedication 
If it is 
accepted, 
the 
county 
may 
be 
required to provide proper parking, 
cleanup and restroom facilities in 
the Padaro Ln area for the public 
use. 
The staff 
had 
shown a 
film 
depicting how the 4‘/2 mile stretch 
b e t w e e n 
C a r p i n t e r í a 
a n d 
Summerland is now virtually closed 
to public entry by residential and 
other developments, barbed wire 
fences, and “ no trespassing” signs. 
Ocean 
views 
are 
blocked 
by 
development, trees, and bushes. 
The 
film 
included 
a 
cartoon 
showing 
a 
group 
of 
frustrated 
beachgoers and a caption “ W here’s 
the Beach9” Commissioner Ira E. 
Laufer, of Ventura, said he “didn’t 
appreciate the propaganda” of the 
cartoon, 
and 
Attorney 
Abbott 
followed up by indicating he thought 
the presentation w asn't completely 
objective. 
Supervisor 
Curtis 
Tunnell, 
of 
Santa Maria, cast the only vote 
against 
the 
perm it 
condition 
offering the easem ent. He sided 
with 
area 
residents 
and 
the 
landowner in pointing out potential 
traffic and other problems in the 
area that seemed likely to result 
from large public use. 
Abbott pointed out that the County 
Park Departm ent apparently hadn’t 
been aware of the beach access 
proposal and had no development 
plans 
for 
the 
area.

Evan 
Pickett said 
widening

Padaro Ln. would mean cutting 
down of fine old eucalyptus trees. 


Local ed study group 
focuses on vocations

A few years ago a high U.S. 
official called for an accelerated 
vocational education program in the 
nation's high schools to the end that 
every graduating senior would have 
a job m arketable, entry skill. 
Translating 
that 
concept 
into 
viable courses and to jobs at the end 
of the road proved difficult. There 
were problems of financing because 
vocational education facilities are 
expensive, 
and 
other 
hurdles 
associated with staffing and with 
job 
o p p o rtu n itie s. 
A d eq u ate 
numbers of vocational education 
teachers for example were in short 
supply and the job m arket was 
restricted. 
Here are the recommendations of 
Dr. 
Bill 
Williams’ 
com m ittee, 
followed by some of the thinking 
that went into that end product plus 
some of the supporting data. 
The 
com m ittee 
recommends: 
“That alternate scheduling methods 
be 
e x p lo re d 
w h ere 
c u r r e n t 
v o c a tio n al 
f a ci li ti e s 
c a n no t 
accom m odate 
the 
num ber 
of 
students requesting the class. 
And also these features: 
— Build an additional auto facility 
at Lompoc High School. A building 
with ample space for several cars 
inside should be considered. The 
present auto facility is inadequate 
for auto fundamentals and auto 
tune-up. Utilizing the facility on 
extended day sessions, etc., may 
enable more students to participate 
in the program , but it will not alter

(SALT)

working breakfast with Egyptian 
Foreign M inister Ismail Fahmi. 
“ We will not have a perm anent 
agreem ent this y ear,” Kissinger 
said. 
“ Whether 
there 
can 
an 
agreem ent on part of it really is not 
clear yet. We are in the process of 
discussing 
it 
and 
we 
have 
to 
form ulate some proposals now in 
response to the Soviet proposals and 
then we will know.” 
Later, at the White House, Gerald 
L. 
Warren, 
deputy 
presidential 
press secretary, expressed hope for 
further progress on a new nuclear 
agreement. 
W arren said that based on earlier 
talks with Soviet officials “there is 
agreem ent 
between 
the 
United 
States and Soviet officials on the 
desirability of achieving further pro­ 
gress in this.” 
W arren stressed his comments did 
not relate to the talks today between 
President Nixon and Soviet Foreign 
M inister Andrei Gromyko. Kiss­ 
inger also attended those talks.

negotiations,” W arren said. “That 
is something that has been reflected 
to us from the (earlier) meetings 
the President and the secretary 
have had with Soviet officials.”

Police said they believed Laun 
tried to fight off his abductors and 
was wounded before being dragged 
into one of two cars with eight 
arm ed men and one woman.

( ERP) ,

guerrilla group, took credit for the

delivered to news media. 


In Buenos Aires, U.S. Ambassador 


Robert C. Hill said the embassy had

Cordoba police of the kidnaping of 
Laun, whose hometown is Kiel, Wis. 
Hill said a servant at Laun’s home 
reported Laun was wounded. 


Hill said the embassy also learned 
of two ER P communiques, one of 
which mentioned that Laun was 
seriously wounded. The ambassador 
did not mention any ransom demand 
from

but 
said 
U.S. 
government policy ruled out paying 
ransom or exchanging prisoners for 
any kidnaped American diplomat. 
“The United States does not pay

Proposed county law 
bans dogs on beaches

Coast group continues 
Standard drilling talks

The County i’ark Commission has 
authorized the drafting of an ordinance 
amendment banning dogs from county 
beaches 
Commission chairman 
Hal Bruington 
explained at yesterday’s monthly session in 
Santa Barbara at which action was taken 
that such an ordinance would provide 
“ uniformity” with state and Santa Barbara 
edicts which arc directed to keep dogs off 
beaches in city and state parks. 


At present dogs are allowed to run on 
county beaches, but must be on leash. 
However dogs running loose and other 
canine problems - especially on Arroyo 
Burro Beach - have brought so many 
complaints the commission decided to call 
on the county counsel to draft a proposed 
ordinance change. The board is expected at 
its May 9 meeting to recommend approval 
ol the ordinance change.

Michael Pahos announcing a public hearing 
to be held at a date to be announced later 
this month on this subject of off road 
vehicle site selection The hearing will be 
held in the County Building in Santa 
Barbara f^ahos heads a committee named 
by the county supervisors to explore 
locations for such a site.

On a lesser priority basis 
the 
committee 
also 
recommends the following: 
— Expand the graphic 
arts facilities at Cabrilio 
High School. 
— Expand the woodshop 
at Lompoc High School. 
— Modify the metal shop 
facility at Lompoc High 
School. 
In terms of the thinking 
that went into all this, some 
of the ideas have been 
expressed 
many 
times 
before in a variety of 
quarters; 
Vocational 
education 
should 
be 
expanded; new vocational 
programs 
should 
be 
considered in the light of 
the number and kinds of 
jobs currently available in 
the county. 
But 
what 
is 
new or 
relatively so is the concept 
that “ in most cases new 
vocational programs should 
not be duplicated in both 
high schools. Single site 
programs should then be 
made available to students 
from both high schools. This 
would require students on 
one campus journeying by 
some means to the other 
campus. In the past 
this 
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was done on a limited basis 
mainly because enrollment 
in a particular course was 
light in one of the high 
schools. 
Now 
the 
focus 
shifts 
slightly to meet the realities 
of programs that are just 
too 
expensive 
to 
offer 
completely 
at 
both 
campuses. 
There 
is also another 
highly interesting thought 
that is stressed by the 
committee; That any future 
vocational 
facility 
be 
designed and constructed 
with flexibility in mind. 
Such a facility should 
be 
capable of serving many 
vocational programs over 
the years. As technology 
changes or the job market 
shifts, for example. 
Here are a number of 
additional ideas: 
— Consideration should be 
given to using local business 
facilities for local work 
study 
programs 
with 
proprietor 
or 
master 
craftsman 
assuming 
the 
role 
of 
instructor 
in 
cooperation with the local 
school district. 
— Consideration should be 
given to mini-courses ( six to 
nine weeks ) for exploratory 
purposes at the junior and 
senior high schools. 
And here is a concept that 
has 
already 
proved 
somewhat controversial : 
— That career education 
should be emphasized 
in 
grades 
kindergarten 
through 
12. 
The 
kindergarten through six 
programs 
should 
be 
designed 
to 
orient 
the 
students 
to 
career 
awareness and the world 
around them. Grades seven 
and eight should be designed 
for exploratory, ‘hands-on’ 
experience 
while 
grades 
nine 
through 
12 
should 
supply specific guidance in 
terms 
of 
occupational 
selections 
and 
specialization in selected 
occupational 
areas. 
The 
idea should be emphasized 
that all courses, including 
English, mathematics and 
science are vocational in 
nature since they provide 
skills that can eventually 
lead to employment. 
This reporter recalls that 
Gordon 
deMarrais, 
coordinator of vocational 
education for the school 
district 
worked to gain 
recognition for the latter 
idea. He also castigated the 
idea that some students 
were 
hand 
oriented 
individuals and some mind 
oriented; and he worked as 
he could to overcome the 
idea 
that 
the 
term 
“ vocational” 
referred 
mainly to so-called shop 
courses such as carpentry 
and metal work 
In fact 
deMarrais rebelled against 
the term, “ vocational” as 
being 
inadequate. 
The 
newer term “ career” may 
also 
have 
some 
shortcomings. 
I mention all this to show 
that the recommendations 
of Williams’ committee do 
not 
come 
entirely 
unheralded. 
Here is some of the 
material, some of the ideas.

— Persons responding to 
the questionnaire (Several 
thousand 
detailed 
questionnaires 
elicited 
public opinion on a variety

education, i indicated a need 
for 
increasing 
the 
vocational 
education 
offerings. It was listed as a 
priority in the survey by all 
three 
groups 
(students, 
parents and school district 
staff.) 
— Student requests for 
some vocational education 
courses exceed the two high 
schools’ 
ability 
to 
accommodate 
them. 
In 
many cases courses have 
been shortened from two 
semesters to a one semester 
course to meet the demand. 
Home economics, graphic 
arts and photography are 
still experiencing difficulty 
in meeting the needs of 
students even after these 
cutbacks. 
— Automotive enrollment 
at both high schools is 
limited because of lack of 
space.

WASHIN(iTON (UPI) 
Legislation to pay campaign 
expenses of presidential and 
congressional 
candidates 
with taxpayers’ money has 
cleared the Senate 
But 
major 
roadblocks 
to 
enactment are ahead 
The Senate Thursday ap 
proved a sweeping package 
of political reforms which 
not only includes federal 
subsidies 
for 
political 
campaigns but limits on 
candidate spending and an 
end 
to 
“ fat 
c a t ’’ 
contributors. 
But 
the 
bill 
faces a 
hazardous future 
in the 
House where there is strong 
hostility to federal financing 
of congressional races and 
opposition to other provi­ 
sions in the comprehensive 
package. 
Even more threatening to 
enactment of the bill is 
President Nixon’s adamant 
opposition to the concept of 
public financing His stand 
almost makes it certain that 
the bill will be vetoed 
After breaking an 11-day 
filibuster, the Senate voted 
53-32 to approve the bill All 
efforts to kill the federal 
financing sections of the bill 
were turned back, and an 
effort to send the package 
back to the Senate Rules 
Committee lost 52-35 
Shortly before approving 
the bill, the Senate attached 
a rider, 69-20, under which 
the members of Congress 
and all federal employes 
making more than $20,000 a 
year 
would 
have 
their 
income tax returns audited 
for the past five years. 
The bill, which would take 
effect 
in 
1976, 
would 
authorize 
full 
federal 
financing 
of 
general 
elections 
and 
matching 
grants for primaries; set a 
ceiling 
on 
the 
amount 
candidates can spend; and 


put tight limits on the 
amounts 
individuals 
or 
organizations 
can 
contribute 
to 
persons 
seeking office. 
The 
measure 
allows 
candidates to spend a limit 
of 12 cents per voter in a 
general election and 8 cents 
in 
a 
primary 
For 
a 
presidential candidate, that 
would amount to $17 million 
in the general election and 
$114 million in the primary 
Major party candidates 
for the White House and 
Congress could get a federal 
subsidy 
equal 
to 
the 
spending 
ceiling 
in 
the 
general election 
But the 
candidates could choose to 
use 
federal 
funds 
exclusively, rely solely on 
private 
contributions, 
or 
take a mix of the two 
Minor party candidates or 
independent 
candidates 
receiving at least 5 per cent 
of the vote in the previous 
election would be entitled to 
a proportionate share of the 
subsidy. 
New 
party 
candidates 
could 
be 
reimbursed if they received 
5 per cent of the vote.

Leonardo's notebiHiks, written in minute and accurate 


left-handed mirror writing and filled with sketches of his 
inventions, ideas and improvements of already-existing 
devices, are crammed with such foresighted things as air 
conditioners, triple-tiered machine guns — one group of 
barrels could be fired while the second cooled and the third 
was being loaded — airplanes, anatomical drawings that 
can be used with profit today, designs 
for two-level 
highways for pedestrian and vehicular traffic, as well as 
that indispensable and perhaps too-familiar roadside 
instrument, the jack. 
Among 
the ideas 
that came newly-minted 
from 
Leonardo’s mind, his aeronautical studies are the most 
intriguing, for they represent his obstacle-surmounting 
genius in its clearest form. He devised a parachute — or 
tent of linen, as he called it — that is said to have been used 
successfully. His airplane was the fruit of his scientific 
treatment of the problem of flight, and modern engineers 
say that it was theoretically sound. And we must bear in 


mind that he defined the new everyday principle of 
aerodynamic reeiprcK ity ‘200 years before Newton 
In addition to his other arna/.ing achievemc'nts., Leonardo 
designed canals that arc still in use in Italy From his 
study of fish forms, he created the spindle shapc>d hull to 
replace the round-bottomed hull used in the ships of his 
time. This gave the vessel more balance and less friction 
against the water which meant increased safety and speed 
for mariners 
and a vital advance in the* economy of that 
soc'icty. Some of his oth» r achievements are worth noting: 
he described the rings in trees in relation to the years of 
their growth, he observed and noted for the first time the 
phenomenon of a plant s Ixmding and turning to follow the 
sun, he was the first scientific mapmaker, and he devised 
an instrument tor measuring the radius of the earth that 
gave him a figure only a few miles out of the way He also

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Tunney callsfor tria 
before June for Reinecke 


WASHINGTON (IJP I) - Lt. Gov Kd 
Reinecke will run for governor “ under a 
cloud of suspicion” and be badly hurt if 
his perjury trial is not held before 
California’s June 4 primary, according 
to Sen John V. Tunney 
The California Democrat said in an 
interview Thursday he hoped nothing 
would delay the trial because it would be 
unfair to both Reinecke and the voters. 
Reinecke s trial on three counts of 
lying to the Senate Judiciary Committee 
was originally set for June 19 but U.S. 
District Court Judge Barrington Parker 
said Wednesday the trial could be held 
before the primary. 
When Reinecke pleaded not guilty to 
the charges and asked for an early trial 
Parker 
said 
other 
defendants 
“ languishing in custody” also would like 
speedy trials but promised to consider 
moving the trial up 
“ It is my hope that the trial can be 
held prior to the primary because I think 
Ed Reinecke is a very strong candidate, 
if not the strongest candidate, in the 
Republican party,” Tunney said. “ I 
think he ought to have the chance to 
exonerate 
himself 
through 
an 
acquittal—if that’s possible before the 
primary.’’ 
If the trial is not held prior to the 


primary, he said, many voters might 
vote against Reinecke because they 
would be uncertain of his guilt or 
innocence 
“ The cloud of suspicion would be 
hanging over his head,” Tunney said “ It 
would hurt him very badly.” 
On the other hand, Tunney said, if 
Reinecke is tried and found innocent 
before the primary he would become an 
even stronger candidate and benefit 
from “ a great sympathy vote.” 
Tunney, who served with Reinecke in 
the house, expressed his own sympathy 
for the predicament in which the 
Republican state official finds himself. 


“ The only reason that Reinecke was 
involved in the Senate hearings at all 
was his association with John Mitchell,” 
Tunney said. “ I think it’s really tragic 
for Reinecke, who I always liked and 
respected.” 


Reinecke’s indictment was based on 
his conflicting testimony in regard to 
conversations he allegedly had with the 
former attorney general about an offer 
by 
ITT to help finance the 
1972 
Republican national convention if it 
were held in San Diego. ITT was at the 
time seeking a favorable settlement in 
an antitrust suit.

FRESNO (U PI) - The 
state Board of Education 
has taken action to require 
California’s school districts 
to develop plans for hiring 
more minority teachers and 
more minority persons in 
school administrative jobs. 
“ I think it is the first state 
board of education in the 
country to come up with 
such a requirement, ” State 
Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Wilson C. Riles 
said Thursday after the 
board meeting. 
The board adopted regula­ 
tions requiring California’s 
1,056 school districts to 
establish affirmative action 
plans for employment and 
promotion 
of 
minority 
teachers and of minority 
and women administrators. 
Riles 
said 
statistical 
evidence 
shows 
school 
districts employ a “ low 
percentage 
of 
minority 
teachers compared with the 
number 
of 
m inority 
students in schools.” 
He said the figures also 
showed the districts employ 
a 
disportionately 
low 
number 
of 
women 
and 
members 
of 
racial 
and 
ethnic minorities in ad­ 
ministration posts. 


Riles said the regulations 
require each school district 
to adopt a plan “ to rectify 
the situation.” 


The board also approved 
new minimum standards for 
high school graduation and 
urged local district to follow 
them in setting guidelines.

certain basic skills that 
students must have in order 
to receive a diploma. They 
include understanding and 
repeating the essence of the

U.S. prison alumni 
lowest repeaters 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
A Justice Department study 
shows that federal prison 
inmates who serve time for 
serious crimes have some of 
the best records of going 
straight after their release. 


A 
study 
of 
records 
achieved by 1,800 inmates in 
the first two years after 
they were released in 1970 
does not suggest the reason. 
Federal 
prisons 
director 
Norman Carlson said the 
causes 
are 
still 
being 
studied. 


While on the average two 
out of every three prisoners 
—66 per cent —stayed out of 
trouble after their release, 
the rate of post-release 
successes for those who 
served time for assault was 
75 per cent. 
Generally, the record was 
better than average also for 
those who had served time 


for other serious crimes 
such 
as 
robbery 
and 
narcotics. 
Their 
records 
were better than those who 
had served time for less 
serious crimes such as car 
theft. 
Attorney General William 
B. Saxbe said the new study 
“ certainly refutes charges 
we keep hearing” about 
backsliding rates of 70 or 80 
per cent for all prison 
systems.

N E W Y O R K - (NEA) - In 
a time of rocketing prices, in­ 
creasing numbers of couples 
are finding at least one re­ 
maining bargain in this town 
a civil marriage at City Hall 
still costs only $11. 
Deputy City Clerk Thomas 
Lenane, who conducts many 
of the ceremonies in Manhat­ 
ta n 's m u n ic ip a l building,

says the number of city-pro­ 
vided civil marriages has 
risen from 6,000 a year in the 
mid-1960s to today’s annual 
rate of 20,000. On a given day, 
authorities will marry as 
many as .’UK) in New York’s 
five boroughs. 
Lenane says the increase is 
due to a variety of factors — 
including the general trend 
away from formal marriages 
— but believes economy may 
he a primary stimulus. “You 
can’t get into a church wed­ 
ding for less than $1,000 to­ 
day,’’ he says, so the line out­ 
side his chapel is full of prag­ 
matic, or poor, betrothed. 
The line is at least full. 
Dozens of couples regularly 
wait outside the tiny second 
floor M anhattan chapel. 
Some are formally dressed, 
others take the occasion 
casually — the only ap­ 
pearance regulation is that 
women must wear dresses, 
not pants. 
Tne ceremony is brief. The 
couple join hands, exchange 
rings, and Lenane or some­ 
one else (Spanish-speaking if 
necessary) says that “by vir­ 
tue of the authority vested in 
me by the state of New York I 
now pronounce you man and 
w ife." T he couple then 
usually kiss, but not always, 
and h u stle aw ay w hile 
Lenane says: “Next.' 
Marriages are held five 
days a week, and up to 6 p.m. 
on Wednesdays. The city used 
to conduct ceremonies on 
Saturday morning, to accom­ 
m odate servicem en who 
could not get away during the 
week, but the practice was 
terminated last year. City 
Clerk Herman Katz says the 
Saturday affair was getting 
out of hand. Couples arrived 
in hordes, lounging around 
loudly, eating and joking to 
such an extent the “solemnity 
of the ceremony was en­ 
dangered.” 
Solemnity may still not be 
the precise spirit at the 
c e r e m o n i e s , b u t s o m e 
propriety is observed. The 
highly intoxicated are turned 
away. Fighting and such are 
not permitted. 
Usually, however, no ques­ 
tions are asked. Some of the 
couples look terribly young, 
but they must have a license 
(an extra $4) and so their ages 
are certified. And regardless 
of a general feeling that a 
few of the hasty unions might 
not last until m o rn in g , 
Lenane and his colleagues 
hope for the best. 
The Supreme Court forbids 
them from injecting any 
religious reference in the 
nuptials, but most officials at 
least say “God Bless You” to 
them all.

The city donated this out­ 
standing site and the Paris 
Chamber of Commerce spon­ 
sored the project.

around $100 million 
Far in advance of its time 
in design this complex, uni­ 
que in Europe, can accom­ 
modate 5,000 people and 
afford every communication 
facility that modern tech­ 
nology can offer. 
The grand auditorium is 
the heart of the center. 
E q u ip p ed w ith a sta g e 
measuring over 1,800 square 
feet, it also has an orchestral

WASHINGTON - (NEA) 


When New York's Alan R. Nelson Research, Inc., released 
its telephone directory-sized report on the ‘charisma quo­ 
tient ot 260 sports personalities, the hope was that it would 
sell profitably to marketing concerns as a new Dun and 
Bradstreet on jocks. So far, Nelson has had one request tor 
his weighty report. It came from the White House. 
I was nonplussed when I learned of the executive inquiry. 
I know, of course, that the White House is chin deep in a 
credibility gap that is edging toward eyebrow level. But 
how could the Nelson Report shed sunshine on the adminis­ 
tration’s problems? 
Was the White House planning to scan the * Ten Most Ad­ 
mired and Trusted” men on the sports list to gain their sup­ 
port in the coming congressional elections? Will they ap­ 
proach Bud Wilkinson, who ranks high in the report, to 
stump Oklahoma, Arkansas and Louisiana? Are they consid­ 
ering Joe Garagiola to sell used politicians as effectively as 
he sells new cars? 
I called the White House aide who was responsible tor the 
request and was told that the Nelson Report would be ap­ 
plied to the President’s problems "only indirectly.” The aide 
assured me that he was not interested in Nelson s definition 
of "charisma quotient." 
"The President knows he doesn't have that,' the aide said 
solemnly. "That would be like trying to get blood from a 
stone." 
The evasiveness of the White House official puzzled me 
and I briefly considered that the executive branch was con­ 
sidering a comparison of the report’s number two ranked 
member, Joe Namath, with the President, who fell to second 
place in the Ten Most Admired Men list last January. But 
no, that couldn’t be. The President is always proper and 
quite formal in public. Namath, on the other hand, is a free

And 1 can t see the White House aides, no 
matter how desperate they are to ingratiate the President 
with the American public, advising Mr. Nixon to join the 
streakers who plan to circle the White House with the na­ 
tion’s first bare-faced statement on the question of impeach­ 
ment.

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
Maybe you hadn't noticed but 
this is The Year of the 
Cinematographer. At least, 
the ASC — American Society 
of Cinematographers - is 
trying to get that idea across 
to the public. 
They think, and there is 
some justice in their position, 
that movie-goers are not 
sufficiently aware of the con- 
t r i b u t i o n of c i n e m a ­ 
tographers to motion pic­ 
tures. Ana so they are 
launching a big campaign to 
remedy that situation. 
Ernest Laszlo, one of Holly­ 
wood's great photographers, 
is currently president of ASC. 
He believes that more atten­ 
tion should be focused on the 
cameramen, because that art 
is currently in a state of 
decline. 
“Quality has gone out the 
window," Laszlo says.

Turn of fate 


WASHINGTON — Why does the 
P r e s i d e n t 
h a v e 
so 
m a n y 
in co m p eten t 
a d v is e rs? 
This 
question was put rather wistfully by 
a Republican still holding office in 
the administration when it was 
revealed that Mr Nixon must pay 
$476,000 for tax deficiencies. 
That is not the 
real question. Why, 
it must be asked, 
has the President 
surrounded himself

tax judgment only

mistake. That was a privilege open 
to no other taxpayers. 
If he had simply let the reviewing 
process of the Internal Revenue 
Service take its course, as it would 
have with any other citizen in the, 
same 
situation, 
he 
could 
have 
contested the finding of IRS before 
the tax court. Once he had publicly 
pledged to follow the congressional 
committee's report to the letter, 
this option was foreclosed. 
The 
P r e s i d e n t ' s 
p e r s o n a l 
misfortunes to one side, the blow to 
the integrity of the tax system is of 
real concern. If it had not been for 
the revelation by the Providence 
Journal that the President for two 
years paid only miniscule amounts 
of tax on an income well over 
$200,000, the whole matter might 
never have come to light. 
The IRS was in the first instance 
only too happy to play shut-eye with 
the Nixon returns. After what must 
surely have been a perfunctory 
audit, a high IRS official wrote the 
President complimenting him on the 
care shown in the preparation of his 
tax returns. That official, William 
D. 
Winters, 
has 
since 
been 
promoted. 
The integrity of the income tax 
system has been a rock on which 
many crooks have foundered. They 
might 
get 
away 
with 
their 
criminality in the courts or by 
bribing officials. 
But if they failed to pay federal 
tax on their ill-gotten gains the 
chances were close to 100 per cent 
that they would end in prison. Such 
prohibition era overloads as A1 
Capone were found guilty of failing

If the system cracks in cynical 
disbelief, 
one of the remaining 
strong points of law enforcement 
will go with it. Without conviction of 
h o n e s t y 
and 
u n f l i n c h i n g 
enforcement it will not be workable 
since even an army of enforcing 
agents could not police 70 million or 
80 million returns. 
This week you and I and 81 million 
others will file individual income 
tax returns. The report persists, 
despite IRS playing the possibility 
down,.that taxpayers this time will 
squeeze 
out

deduction and revenue will fall 
below expectations. They will be 
following the Nixon example with 
his

showing

Let’s face it, the income tax is a 
curse making us into a nation of 
bookkeepers. But at least it has been 
kept honest unlike the tax in France 
and Italy where the taxpayer is 
assessed a certain amount and he 
then proceeds to bargain with the 
collector to get the best possible 
deal. With political pull, this can 
mean zero. 
My own returns have been audited 
for four years running. Because I 
was on the enemy list I thought it 
might be political reprisal. My tax 
attorney says this is unlikely. 
In that vast storehouse in West 
Virginia 
computers 
scan 
each 
return 
and 
under 
c er ta in 
circumstances the red light flashes 
and an audit is ordered. That is the 
impersonal turn of fate as millions 
of ordinary taxpayers. Presidents 
excepted, have learned. 


Over 
the 
years 
we 
have 
complained a great deal about the 
large amount of studies that the 
g o v e r n m e n t , 
all 
types 
of 
government, are prone to order at 
the drop of a hat. It seems that 
government, 
with 
all 
of 
their 
employes and expertise, can never 
independently study a problem. It is 
always 
much better to get an 
“outsider’’ to look at the situation, 
regardless of the situation. We think 
that this is done for one reason — if 
anything 
goes wrong, they 
always blame the “outsider.” 
But studies do get 
ridiculous. Take for 
example the $20,000 
report by the Atom­ 
ic 
Energy 
Com­ 
mission in conjunc­ 
tion with the presti 
g i o u s 
S c i e n c e 
Foundation. 
The Los Angeles 
Times 
Washington 
Bureau 
recently 
reported 
that the 
$20,000 study con­ 
c l u d e d 
t h a t 
“greater use of bi­ 
cycles could save 
energy.’’ 
The 
Bureau 
says 
they 
found 
several nuggets in this “acount of 
work 
sponsored 
by 
the 
U.S. 
government.” One is the disclaimer 
that this revelation on the energy 
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value of bicycles, despite supportive 
charts, tables, diagrams, algebraic 
formulas and so on.does not involve 
the 
government 
in 
“anv 
legal 
liability or responsibility for (its) 
a c c u r a c y , 
c o m p l e t e n e s s 
or 
usefulness.” 
Another: 
“ Potential 
energy 
savings due to a shift from cars to 
bicycles are competitive with cars 
only for short trips.” 
Another: “The question of bicycle 
theft is irrelevant here because 
stolen bicycles can still be used.” 
Another: “ Education concerning 
the full costs and benefits of auto 
and bicycle travel might increase 
public awareness and acceptance of 
bicycling.” 
The report cites one variable: “ If 
a traveler values his free time at 
more than $1.10 per hour, then it 
may not be in his self-interest to 
shift to bicycles,” and presents a 
table to explain this remarkable 
statement.

Educational junket 


A recent five week tour of the 
Orient by U.C. President Charles J. 
Hitch raises some questions. Hitch’s 
absence came to light when Vice 
President Chester McCorkle was 
referred 
to 
in connection with 
statements to the press as “acting 
president.” 
University officials, queried as to 
Hitch’s 
absence, 
gave a vague 
response to the effect that Hitch was 
in 
Asia 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
“ improving 
relationships 
with 
Southeast Asia at the request of 
President Nixon.” 
However, an inquiry directed to 
Hitch upon his return evoked the 
fact that his trip was not at the 
request 
of 
Nixon 
and 
had 
no 
connection 
with 
any 
federal 
mission. 
“For some years,” Hitch stated, 
“I have been a board member of the 
Asia Foundation, a San Francisco 
based, 
educationally 
oriented 
organization which seeks to foster 
cultural exchange between Asians 
and Americans. The Foundation 
operates several centers throughout 
Asia and, as a board member, I was 
asked by its officers to visit the 
centers, consult with and advise 
their staff people, and to facilitate 
cooperation between them, the local 
higher education community and the 
ministries of education.” 
The first question which arises is 
whether or not the trip could be 
considered a proper function of the 
U.C. president? 
Hitch said of the trip “ ...I would 
a l s o , 
i n e s c a p a b l y , 
be 
a 
representative of the University of 
California.” 
That of course raised the question 
of whether or not the trip was made 
at taxpayers expense? 
“My travel and other expenses 
were paid for by the sponsoring 
Foundations,” Hitch responded. But 
Hitch’s 
$55,000 
annual 
salary 
continued while he was away even 
though Hitch conceded that some 
portions of his time on the trip was 
not official University business. 
“Thus,” he said, “parts of my trip, 
those parts which were purely 


personal, will be charged to my 
accrued vacation time, the rest will 
not.” 
That 
makes 
the 
whole 
thing 
somewhat confusing. If the trip was 
essential to the administration of 
the University it would be a proper 
expenditure of funds to finance it. 
Obviously, it was not so viewed 
since the expenses were paid by 
others. 
If the trip was not necessary to the 
University why then should Hitch 
not been put on leave, foregoing not 
only the expenses but his salary as 
well? 
Hitch’s 
own 
statement 
provides some basis for judging the 
value of the trip insofar as his basic 
duties of administering the business 
of the University. 
“A high point was my meeting 
with 
the 
Prime 
Minister 
of 
Pakistan, Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, a 
graduate of our Berkeley campus. It 
was a special pleasure to be able to 
accept his kind offer of hospitality. 
Throughout 
my 
travels 
I 
was 
delighted to find the University of 
California both well known and held 
in high regard. 1 think the trip did 
much good for the University and 
the Asia Foundation and, I hope, for 
the many persons and institutions I 
saw.” 
It is all well and good for U.C. to 
enjoy a high regard in Asia but it 
would seem more to the point if 
Hitch would put his energies into 
gaining that same high regard in 
Sacramento among the legislators 
and the administration. As it was 
Hitch was gone during a crucial 
period when various lawmakers and 
others were taking pot shots at UC 
and scrutinizing its budget. 
As to that Hitch said 
the 
U n i v e r s i t y 
of 
C a l i f o r n i a 
administratively is a far cry from a 
one man show. We have taken pains 
to hire and retain the best people we 
can, and my staff, headed by Vice 
President McCorkle, was and is 
spendidly capable of operating the 
University without me for five 
weeks.” 
To that one legislator 
quipped, “Maybe, he’d like to try for 
52.”
